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INTRODUCTION 


This classified list catalogs about 1,800 reports on German technology prepar- 
ed by American investigators who have searched German firms and laboratories over the 
past two years for information of value to American business and industry. Unlike 
most OTS reports, which are available only in photostat or microfilm, the reports 
listed here are available in mimeograph, multilith, or other printed form. Included 
are the bulk of the reports received from the U. S. Army's Field Information Agency, 
Technical, the Combined Intelligence Objectives Agency, and the Joint Intelligence 
Objectives Agency. The list refers the reader to the page number of the Bibliography 
of Scientific and Industrial Reports where abstracts of reports are found. 

For convenience this publication is arranged in three parts: 


PART I Classified list of reports giving author, title, date, pages, price, PB 
number, volume, and page reference to the Bibliography of Scientific and 
Industrial Reports™ where an abstract of the report may be found.
